The Ov e rwhe lme d Re gion Is Prac tic al­ 


ly Cut Off From Communic ation, but 


Enough Has Come Out to Indic ate a 


De ath Los s of Ne arly Two Thous and 


— Firs t Es tim ate of 500 De ad Was 


Only a Puny Ac c ounting. 


Port Limon, May 7.—The interior of 
Costa Rica has been dev astated by 
earthquak es. 
Much of Cartago is in 
ruins. 
Conserv ativ e tabulations place 
the number of dead at 1,800. 
The country to the north and north­ 
east of San Jose has been cleav ed 
open. 
Entire v illages hav e been un­ 
dermined and lost in the maw of the 
quak e. 
Telegraphic 
communication 
between Port IJmon and San Jose was 
lost for twenty-four hours. 
As it is 
now, only a feeble line tells the story 
of death in the interior. 
Cartago probably has suffered the 
greatest pecuniary loss. 
The Temple 
of Justice, erected by Andrew Carne­ 
gie, was bent to the ground, just as 
scores of humble huts surrounding it 
were razed by the earth’s twisting. It 
has been impossible to get the full 
truth of the loss that interior Costa 
Rica has suffered. It was in the moun­ 
tain country that the greatest damage 
was done, so far as liv es are reck ­ 
oned. 
The first estimate of 500 dead 
is only a puny accounting of the list. 
The earthquak e smote its worst blow 
at noon on Wednesday. 
In the flash 
of an eye scores of buildings went 
down in Cartago. 
The Carnegie Pal­ 
ace of Justice crumbled into dust. The 
earth opened beneath it. The Carmen 
church went in much the same man­ 
ner. 
In the mountain country there were 
scores of v illages and humble settle­ 
ments that dropped out of sight. The 
loss accruing from damage to banana 
and rubber plantations alone is enor­ 
mous. The first news of the calamity 
was brought to San Jose *by couriers 
from the interior. 
From v illages to 
the north and northwest there came 
the same story of death and dev asta­ 
tion. 
Between Cartago and San Jose 
much the same condition prev ails. No 
refugees hav e come in. There are no 
refugees. 
It seems, according to cour­ 
iers, as if death had suddenly strick en 
the entire country.
